almost steady decrease, literally so in proportion to the 
number of passengers carried. 


T h e f?\orable showing in railroad operation extends 
also to the employes. 
In 1904 one man out of each 357 em­

In 1°14 this had been reduced to one 
in 538, and in ITM to one in 1,16-4. The introduction of safe­ 
ty appliances as well as the inculcation of cautiousness has 
had this gratifying effect. 
So long as the human- equation 
’s subject to err theie will be accidents which cannot be 
foreseen. 
T he most that can be done is to confine them to 
the minimum and progress to that end certainly is being 
made.
